RESPONSE TO OFFICE ACTION 



Sir: 



An Office Action dated June 16, 2 003 in the above- 
identified application rejects all claims 1-14 of the above 
identified application under 35 USC §103. The independent 
claims in the present application are 1 and 7 each of which 
recites a transmitter for rf transmitting a signal including an 
identity portion identifying one of a plurality of traps. 
Applicant asserts that no such transmitter is suggested or 
taught by any reference or combination thereof. 

In the Response to Argiaments section of the present Office 
Action the examiner discusses the Vick et al . reference, which 
states that a computer outputs data for each trap. The Examiner 
then asserts "The only way for this system to indicate which 
agricultural commodity is infested is by associating an identity 
with each signal transmitted." 
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No art is provided by the examiner to support the last mentioned 
assertion. Applicant hereby requests that the prior art on 
which the assertion is based be identified so that applicant can 
analyze it and prepare a response to the as yet uncited 
reference . 

In the specific claim rejection section of the present 
Office Action, the examiner states that a transmitter for rf 
transmitting a signal including an identity portion identifying 
one of a plurality of traps is shown at col, 8, lines 4-11 and 
37-45 of the Vick et al . reference. The cited section of Vick 
et al. does not teach or suggest the transmission of an identity 
portion from each trap. Vick et al . only indicates that a 
computer eventually generates data about each trap. The only 
example in Vick et al . regarding the collection of data from 
multiple traps is shown in Fig. 8 which merely suggests the 
multiplexing of a plurality of input and is silent as to how 
different traps may be identified. 

In view of the foregoing, applicant asserts that Vick et 
al. does not show the transmitter recited in applicant's 
independent claims 1 and 7 and that those claims are allowable. 
Additionally, all remaining claims 2-6 an 8-14 depend from an 
allowable base claim and are allowable due to such dependence.
